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THE    ^A/AR    ANP    STAMPS 

One  of  the  mcjst  interestino-  somBfcj^of  the  (ireat  War 
of  1914-18  is  a  collection  of  the  stamps  issirS^Jj^  the  l^elli.yerent 
nations  during  that  period. 

These  stamps  are  of  many  different  kinds,  and  form  quite 
a  considerable  collection.  The  chief  varieties  are :  Charity. 
Tax.  Occupation.  X'ictory.  Armistice  and   Peace  Stamps. 

The  Charity  Stamps  are  very  numerous  and  varied,  most 
of  them  l^eing-  issued  in  aid  of  the  Red  Cross  Society.  The 
nation  which  produced  the  largest  number  was  undoubtedlv 
the  French  Empire.  France  itself  issued  a  very  handsome 
set.  double  the  face  value  being  charged  for  the  stamps— half 
going  to  the  Red  Cross  and  the  remainder  to  the  Government. 
The  ten.  and  later  on  fifteen,  centimes  values  of  the  colonial 
issues  were  surcharged  with  a  Ceneva  Cross  and  an  addi- 
tional five  centimes,  which  amount  went  to  the  Red  Cross. 
These  pictorial  stamps  are  chiefly  from  the  African  Colonies, 
and  present  many  different  phases  of  native  life.  Italy  has 
produced  a  set  adorned  with  the  Imperial  arms.  Belgium  has 
issued  some  beautiful  stamps  bearing  the  portrait  of  King 
Albert  and  a  nurse  attending  a  wounded  soldier.  Switzerland 
and  France  also  issued  stam])s  in  aid  of  war  orphans,  of  beau- 
tiful design. 

C.reat  I)ritain  and  her  Colonies  did  not  issue  many  Charity 
Stamps.  The  chief  varieties  are  from  the  Iw'ihamas.  Xorth 
l')ornei>.  Trinidad  and  Toljago.  I-il)eria  also  surcharged  a  set 
of  stamps  with  an  additional  two  cents.  The  sale  of  these 
numerous  Charity  Stam])s  aided  the  charitable  institutions 
greatly. 

F>oth  the  .\llies  and  the  Central  Powers  issued  War  Tax 
Stamps  to  increase  their  revenue.  The  I'.ritish  iCmpire  issued 
an  enormous  amount  of  these  stamps.  Practically  all  the 
Colonics  surcharged  a  large  ])ortion  of  their  halfi)enny  .and 
penny  stamps  with  "W  ar  Tax."  or  "AX  ar  Stani])."  This  was 
done  on  account  of  the  increased  rates.  The  .Mother  C'ountry 
did  not  find  it  necessary  to  surcharge  its  stam])s. 

.Sweden  .and  I  )enmark.  although  neutr.al.  issui'd  Tax 
Stam])s  to  keep  tlieir  armies  in  a  state  ot  prepareclness. 
Roumania  issued  stamps  surcharged  "Timbru  de  .\jntor."  and 
Russia  large  stam])s  bearing  portraits  of  Russian  warriors  of 
olden  da\s  and  other  national  subjects.  (u-rmany.  .\ustria. 
I'.osnia  and  Hungary  jjroduced  ni.any  Military  Tax  Stamps. 
The  .\ustri;in  stani])s  bore  the  portraits  ot  l-'.mperors  josi'ph 
or  Ch.'irles.  and   were  insci"ibe(i  "K.   \  .   K.    l'\'ldspost." 

The  inxading  arniii-s  of  the  ditVerent  nations  surch.irged 
all  stamps  they  could  l.iy  h.inds  on.  or  issued  s])t'ci;il  om-s  foi 
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the  occupied  territory.  In  Europe  the  Germans  and  Austrians 
produced  a  large  amount.  Belgium,  Poland.  Russia,  Serbia, 
Montenegro  and  Roumania  were  provided  with  stamps  by 
their  invaders.  The  Italians  applied  various  surcharges  to 
Austrian  and  their  own  stamps  when  they  occupied  the 
Adriatic  Coast.  The  Port  of  Fiume  has  issued  some  very 
interesting  labels.  The  Jugo-Slavs  occupied  some  Hun- 
garian territory  and  surcharged  the  latter  country's  stamps. 
French  troops  occupied  Silicia.  Belgium  has  now  turned  the 
tables  and  Belgian  stamps  are  now  surcharged  for  use  in  the 
Rhineland  Provinces. 

In  Africa  the  Anglo-French  forces  seized  a  stock  of  stamps 
on  the  SS.  "Professor  Woermann,"  which  was  intended  for  the 
various  German  African  Colonies.  These  they  surcharged, 
and  used  in  occuj)ied  territories.  Later  on,  when  the  supply 
was  exhausted,  they  overprinted  stamps  of  their  own  African 
Colonies.  The  British  clid  the  same  thing  in  the  Southern 
Pacific.  New  Zealand  stamps  were  overprinted  for  use  in 
Samoa,  and  later  on  a  set  of  .Australian  stamps,  surcharged 
"North  West  Pacific  Islands,"  was  issued  for  all  the  occupied 
territory. 

The  United  States  issued  a  \'ictory  Stamp  soon  after  the 
Armistice  was  declared.  .  For  the  first  time  it  bore  the  flags 
of  other  nations.  Newfoiuidland  folUnved  closel}'  with  the 
"Caribou  Trail"  set,  commemorating  the  engagements  in 
which  the  Newfoundland  contingent  took  part.  Siam  sur- 
charged some  of  her  stamps  with  the  word  'A'ictory"  as  sot)n 
as  the  news  was  receixcd. 

1  )uring  tlie  Arniistici-  many  new  l\t-pnl)lics  in  Russia  and 
h'inland  l)roke  awa}"  and  became  se])arate  countries.  The 
chief  of  these  is  Poland,  which  has  already  issued  six  hundred 
different  stamps.  The  first  issues  are  of  note  insomuch  as 
they  are  the  Cierman  occupation  stamps  surcharged  by  the 
Poles.  Other  of  tlicsc  comitries  are:  Czecho-Slo\  akia.  Jugo- 
Sla\'ia.  FithuPvMiia.  I.at\ija.  lAttonia,  h'sthonia,  Don  Cossack 
l\e])ublic,  ( ".cnrgian  Kcpulilic,  South  Russia,  and  others  too 
numerous  to  mention.  The  tirst  atteni])ts  are  for  the  greater 
])art  ver}-  crude,  but  they  are  increasing  in  value  and  in  beauty. 

j.'ipan  issued  a  bt-autiful  st't  of  Peace  St.'imps.  the  chief 
design  bring  the  symbol ic;il  do\c.  Jamaica  issued  a  large 
stamj)  showing  tlu'  b'ini;iic;in  contingent  embarking.  Switzer- 
land issued  a  brightb  coloun-d  set.  of  somewhat  luicommon 
design. 

it  was  (hiring  llu-  War  that  the  Aerial  l*ost  was  lirst 
established,  and  llu'  I'nited  States.  Newfoundland.  Italy  and 
.Austria  issued  aeroplane  postage  stamps. 
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The  stamps  issued  during  the  war  form  an  extensive  col- 
lection. They  abound  in  varieties,  errors,  shades  and  other 
varieties  dear  to  the  philatelist.  These  stamps  increase  in 
value  daily,  and  are  a  most  fittino-  souvenir  of  the  last  great 
conflict,  in  \\hich  so  man\'  l)ra\'e  men  made  the  great  sacrifice.

L'i)on  hearing  this  jinunie  offercMJ  to  take  them  with  liini 
the  next  day,  and  while  be  tried  for  >;ilni(in,  they  could  try  for 
trout.  Tlie\  agrei'd  to  ibis,  ;ind  lu'  Kft  them  to  make  their 
sup])er  and   pi'i'pare   foi-  the   next    day's   sport. 

I'"arl\  tlie  next  morning,  while  tbey  w  imh'  yet  at  break- 
fast, limmie  called  for  them,  riding  bis  own  special  horse,  an 
intelligi-nt  looking  cbestnnt  mare,  and  leading  a  i)air  of  bays 
for  the  bo\s'  nse.  Tbe\  bnrrii'dl\  linished  breakfast,  and 
taking  tbeir  rods,  (piiekly  joined  bint.  lie  was  carrying  a  long 
lisb  spt'ar  with  detaebaiile  barbs,  lixed  so  that  w  lu'n  the  tish 
w;is  speaiHMl  it  was  lu'Id  by  a  good  piece  ol  (pi.irter-incb  rope 
abont    tlnce    feet    long,    fastened    to   tlu'    h.aft    of   tlu'    spear,    the 
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advantage  of  this  being"  that  the  spear  could  not  be  twisted 
out  of  the  hands  of  the  user. 

As  this  was  being  explained,  Jimmie  was  leading  them 
at  a  sharp  trot  to  a  place  about  two  miles  away,  where  a  sand 
bar  ran  out  to  an  island  in  the  middle  of  the  river.  Here  the 
horses  were  driven  across  and  all  except  Jimmie's  mare  were 
tied  to  a  large  log  of  driftwood  at  the  head  of  the  island. 
Then  the  boys  started  to  put  their  rods  together,  and  Jinimie 
^\•ent  with  his  spear  to  the  river  bank.  Here  he  soon  saw  a 
large  Tyee  salmon,  and  when  it  came  close  he  drove  his  spear 
through  its  side,  and  after  a  great  struggle,  in  which  Tom  was 
forced  to  join  in.  the  game  fish  was  landed  and  admired  b\-  all 
three.

It  was  certainl}'  a  magnihcent  hsh,  and  jimmie's  hojjes 
ran  high,  but  the  second  time  luck  was  against  liim,  for  as  he 
was  stepping  along  the  shore  his  foot  slipi)ed  on  a  treacherous 
rock  and  he  fell  sideways  into  the  river.  .\t  this  place  the 
current  was  swift  and  the  water  deep,  and  it  locjked  as  though 
Jimmie's  life  was  in  danger,  wlien  Iiis  liorse.  seeing  her
